A Fight in the House Over Approv- 
ing the Journal—The Cloture 
Rule Not Yet Taken Up 
By the Senate. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] House.— When the 
reading of the Journal was concluded 
this morning, Mr. Mills objected to its 
approval and stated that he desired to 
debate the question. In amoment Mr. 
McKinley was on his feet with a de- 
mand for the previous guestion on the 


approval of the Journal, and be was 


Lecognized by the Speaker. 

Then toilowed a sceue of excitement 
almost rivaling that of yesterday. 
Messrs. Bland, Rogers and Mills ex- 
coriated the Speaker, and the Spenker, 
ina calm mauner, stated that he was 
administering the rules as be under- 
stood them (and as sustained by the 
House) and that be would continue to 
administer them as long as he retained 
the position to which he had been 
elected by the house. 

Mr. Kerr of Iowa added somewhat 
to the confusion by acriticism of the 
report of Mr. Milis’s remarks as pub- 
lished in the record today, asserting 
that it did not coincide with the report 
in the public press. Mr. Mills ex- 
citedly demanded to know whether 
the gentleman accused him of having 
mutilated the records, but Mr. Kerr 
disclaimed aay such intention. 

Tue tumult was quelled by the roll 
call on the approval of the Journal. 
The previous question was ordered and 
Mr. Mills claimed the floor, and his 
claim was recognized by the sy aker. 
Thereupon Mr. Milis yielded the fluor 
that he under- 
stood that a resolution was to be re- 
ported from the Committee on Rules 
to limit debate upon the ap ropriation 
bill. He wished to offer a resolution 
as an amendment; that amendment 
was that a certain day be fixed for 
consideration of the Senate Silver Bill. 

The Speaker said that the pending 
question was upon the approval of the 
Journal, 

Mr, Biand—I suppose the Speaker 
intends to throttle this bill, either in 
the committee or in the House. 
Cheers on the Democratic side. | 

. Bland then read his proposed 
“te, making the Free Coinage 
Silver Bil the continual order from 
and after January 27. He sbould, he 
said, insist upon that motion until the 
4th of March. 
em. Rogers of Arkansas said that 

e Democrats wanted a fair adminis- 
tration of the rules which the speaker 
bad himself made. Whenever,“ he 
said (indicating the Speaker,) “you or 
any other gentieman, and you espe- 
cially, because you bold the third hign- 
est position in the gift of the people, 
violate the rules, you are a revoluation- 
ist. You destroy the dignity of the 
high station you are called upon to fill.“ 

r. Henderson of IIIinois —How 
long is the House to be subjected to 
this disorder? How much longer isthe 
House to sit and hear its Speaker in- 
suited, day after day? Hereafter these 
insulting words will be takan up. 

The Speaker—The chair desires to 
say to the House that one reason why 
he expects in due time his services to 
his country will be appreciated, is be- 
cause of the virulent attacks made upon 
bim, the personal nature aud charac- 
ter of which this House can under- 
stand. The chair has endeavored at 
all times to administer the rules of the 
House as he understood them, and 
the House sustained bis decisions. The 
chair will continue to do so as long as 
he occupies the exalted position to 
which be has been elected. 

Mr. Mills of Texas said that the 
chair had not given the House or the 
country any reason or authority for 
his decision of yesterday (relative to 
the approval of the Journal,] but he 
had simply informed the House: 1 
am, sir, au oracle. When I open my 

mouch, let no dog bark.“ 

The Speaker be gentleman's time 
has expired. 

The Journal was then approved— 
Yeas 155, nays 118—152 Republicans 
voting. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois from the 
Rules Committee reported a resolu- 
tion providing that the previous ques- 
tions shall be considered as ordered on 
the District of Columbia Appropria- 
tion Bill and all pending amendments 
at five o’clock, and moved the previous 
question on its adoption. It was or- 
dered. 

Mr. Bland proceeded to argue in 
favor of his proposition to fix Tuesday 
next for consideration of the Free 
Coinage Bill, when be was called to 
order by the Speaker, on the ground 
that be was discussing a matter irrele- 
vant to the pending question. Mr. 
MeMillin of Connecticut attacked the 
Committee on Rules for bringing in the 
resolution, and Mr. Canuon defended 
its action. 

Mr. McComas of Maryland said that 
the majority of the House would rule, 
and in tace of all obstruction, would 
support the brave and mauly adminis- 
tration which bas stood by the bauner 
of Republican rule. 

Mr. McKiniey said that it was mani- 
fest to the House and country that the 
minority intended to resort to every 
obstructive tactic in order to stop ali 
legislation until it should be settied 
that a certain bill now pending in the 
Senate should be laid aside or defeated. 
He gave the gentiemen notice that as 
far as the Republican majority was 
concerned it did not propose to turn its 
back upon tbe law proyiding for an 
honest vote. The majurity would stay 
here until the clock struck 12 on the 
4th of March in order to put upon the 
statue books the law to preserve the 
integrity of elections.

The clerk proceeded to call the roll 
on the adoption of the resolution re- | 
ported by Mr. Cannon, and it resulted: 
Yeas 153, nays 124. 

The House fittally went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the District of 
Columbia Appropriation Bull. After 
debate the committee rose and reported 
the bill to the House. While the roll 
was being called on the amendment 
a body of Democrats leit the ball, leav- 
ing a bare halt dozen of their members. 
The result was uo quorum voted, and 
the Speaker being unable to count a 
quorum, the House adjourned. 

Sendte.— As soon as the Journal of 
yesterday was read, Mr. Gorman 
moved to correct it b striking out the 
words stating that Mr. Aldrich’s mo- 
tion yesterday to proceed to the ecnsid- 
eration of the resolution as to tioture 
had been determined in the affirmative. 
He asserted that a ballot bad occurred 
and the result of the vote had never 
been announced. He read from the 
Record to sustain his position and ex- 
pressed his belief that the Senate would 
not permit a journal to stand which 
declares a falsehood. 

Mr. Aldrich was willing to concede 
that the Vice-President had not de- 
clared the motion carried, and had no 
objection to the motion to amend the 
Journal. 

The Vice-President ssid that from 
his own recoilection, he did not form- 
ally declare the vote as carried, though 
he stated that the aves appeared to 
bave it, and would therefore again sub- 
mit the question. 

After a long discussion, Mr. Eustis 
took the. floor and spoke against the 
Elections Bill. He said that it was 
aimed at the southern communities 
and Southern States. It was intended 
to revive, reorganize and rebabilitate 
the Republican party in the South. It 
was intended as a second reconstruc- 
tion measure and it deserved the fail- 
ure of the first reconstruction meas- 
ure. Mr. Eustis referred to the Bos- 
ton riot againstthe execution of the 
fugitive slave law, and said that never 
in any Southern State had there been 
such an exhibition of fierce, deter- 
mined and relentless op ition to the 
federal law as that in Massachusetts, 
and that riot, he said, was beaded by 
the first and leading citizens of Bos- 
ton; and in tue face of that record, the 
Senator from Massachusetts was con- 
stantly arraigoing and condemning the 
southern communities and Southern 
States. 

Mr. Hoarreplied to what he termed 
the diatribe and philippic of the Sena- 
tor from Louisiana, and thought it the 
most extraordivary spectacle of colos- 
sal assurance he ever witnessed. Gen. 
Sheridan, when in command of the 
Department of the South, deciared 
that more men bad been murdered in 
the State of Louisiana for their politica! 
opinions than bad fallen on both sides 
during the Mexican war. It was a 
State whose annals showed a terrible 
and bloody history. 

Mr. Carlisle addressed himself di 
rectiy to the question of the proceed- 
ings of yesterday and of the motion to 
correct the Journal. 

Mr. Vest gav asa justification for 
his addressing the Senate now the fact 
that the shadow of the cloture rule 
rested on all the senators might do 
aud say. He went on to give a review 
of the proceedings in the Senate at the 
time when the cloture rule was first 
proposed, and said that it was opposed 
by the leading Republicans, He also 
quoted from Mr. Hoar’s article in the 
Youth’s Companion, in which he says: 
‘In that assembly (the Senate of the 
Uuited States) speech is absolutely un- 
fettered.’’ Healso referred to -arti- 
cles in Republican newspapers all 
over the country in ..condemna- 
tion of the Evections Bill. He 
said that it the Republican senators 
passed the bill, and especially as they 
proposed to pass it, by trampling on 
the rules of the senate, not five States 
of the Union would give them their 
electoral votes. He warued the Re- 
publican senators that they were play- 
ing with edged tools, and they might 
inflict a mortal wound on the South 
aud the whole country. 

The time of the Senate was taken 
up in roli calls and in the delivery of 
Mr. Vest’s speech in sections, and at 
midoight the Senate adjourned, leay- 
ing the subject of the approval 01 
Tuesday's Journal to come up agein 
tomorrow.

SENATOR CAMERON PROVES TO 
HAVE BEEN A SPECULATOR. 


But He Did Not Invest Until After 
the Bill Was Passed—Mr. 
Vest Before the Com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—-[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Silver Pool Inves- 
tigation Committee resumed its session 
this morning. Mr. Dockery of Mis- 
sourl said that he had no personal 
knowledge of speculation by senators 
or representatives. He had beard no 
Cotgressman say that he was inter- 
ested in any silver pool, but had heard 
Senator Vest say that a senator or 
member ue could not remember which 
—was implicated. . 

Francis G. Newlands of Nevada 
tesiilied that he had made a littie 
mouey out of silver speculation. No 
sena.or, representative or officer of the 
government was interested with bim 
directiy or indirectly. 

Joseph K. Rickey of Fulton, Mo., 
testilled that he was a bauker, and last 
sprivg purchased silver for speculation. 
No oue was luterested witu him and 
he knew nothing of specuiation by 
others. 

Senator Vest said in part that 
neither directly nor indirectiy did he 
ever at auy time have upy interest in 
silver; be kuew nothing whatever about 
itof his owu knowledge. Oue of his 


| colleagues had told him after the reso- 


jution for au investigation was intro- 
duced that he was inierested. This 
resolution, of course, excited some 
comment among Missouriaus, it being 
Said that a Missouri seuator or rep- 
resentative was concerned; and in con- 
nection with that matter Senator 
Cameron had said that he had bought 
silver. 


»I am pretty positive.“ continued 


Mr. Vest, that he saldeit was after the 
bill was voted on. Hesaid that he did 
not think that he hud done anything 
wrong, and he would make that state- 
ment before the cummittee. He

CASE AGAINST HIM 


Some Tall Swearing by the Defend~ 
ant in His Own Defense— 
General Court Notes— 

New Cases. 


This morning at 10 o’clock Judge B. N 
Smith, in Department One of. the Superior. 
Court, will decide whether or not J. 8. 
Chadwick has been guilty of contempt of 
courtin absconding and fleeing to Mexico 
at a time when he was wanted to testify as 
the all-impurtant witness in the case of the 
People vs. J. M. Damron and that, too, after 
a process of the court had been duly served 
upon him, 

Almost the entire attention and time of 
the court was yesterday devoted to bear- 
ing the testimuny in the case. It was 4 p. 
m. thé examination «of sees 


cl 
The people were represented by Assistant 

Dietrict Attorney C. C. McComas and the 

defendant Chadwick by T. B. Guthrie. 

The case of the people was ciearly and 
conciusiyely proveu by the testimony of 
some haif-dozen witnesses, including such 
reputabie citizons as Judge W. A. Cheney, 
Court Reporter C. J. Fox, Court Clerk W. 
H. ene, Alexander Campbell and Jesse 

ardesty. 

Chadwick took the stand and testified in 
his own behalf. He told a remirkable 
story, in which he managed to interweave 
some very glaring facts, which he stated for 
e truth On the whole, Mr. Chadwick 
was a very handy witness. When he is 
needed to testify against a friend whom the 
r stares in the face, he flies the 
country. hen he is forced to testif 
to save himself he has a story on his 
tongue’s eud, which he rattles off very 
cleverly. 

THE CASE OF THE PEOPLE. 

The first witness was ex-Judge W. A. 
Cheney, who testified that when the Dam- 
ron case opened on November 6, 1890, in the 


* 


department of the Superior Court over 


which he then presided, he had directed the 
clerk to issue an attachment for the arrest 
of severai witnesses who had been sub- 
pœuaed for the trial, but who failed to ap- 
pear on the day ordered. Among the par- 
ties whom the judge directed attach- 
ment to issue for was J. 8. Chadwick. The 
ex- judge swore that befofe the papers were 
turned over to the Sheriff’s office Chadwick 
appeared in the courtruvom, and that he 
then directed that the order for an attach- 
ment for Chadwick be cancelled. He then 
and there instructed Chadwick to remain in 
attendance on the court at all times during 
the trial except when excused directiy by 
the c urt itse:f. 

Ex-Judge Cheney further testified that 
when Chadwick was wanted to take the 
stand he was not present nor could he be 
found; that as a result he directed a war- 
rant ot attachment issued for him, but that 
no return was ever made aßen the warrant. 

W. H. Crane, clerk of artment One 
now, as well asin November last, bore out 
the statements of ex-Judge Cheney as to the 
issuance of the first warrant of attachment 
for Chadwick and bis instructions to cancel 
it when Chadwick made his appearance in 
the courtrvom before it had been turned 


over to the >neriff to serve. He swure that 


the court had instructed Chadwick to re- 
main in attendance during the Damron trial 
until excused. 

Jesse Hardesty, ex-deputy District Attor- 
ney, testified that when the Damron trial 
commenced he had deciined to open the 
pres -cutlon until Chadwick and other im- 

riant wituesses had appeared in court; 

hatashort time after he had made this 
statement to the judge Chadwick had 
entered the courtroom and had remained 
there a greater portion of the aiternoon, the 
judge instructing him to in attendance 
ut all times, unless excused. 

Alexander Campbell, associate counsel 
for tue prosecution, testified corroborati ng 
the statements of Mr. Hardesty. 

John C. Wray, ex-Deputy Sheriff, testified 
that on November 1 he had served a sub- 
po ia upon Chadwick while the latter was 
siunding at the coruer uf First and Spring 
streets. He had showed the subjcena to 
Chadwick and had said to him, “you are 
wanted in the Damron case November 6, in 
Department Oue.“ 

In the afternoon C. J. Fox, the court sten- 
ographer, testified corroborating what ex- 
Judge Cheney aud Clerk Crane had related. 

CHADWICK’S GAUZY TALE. 

The people rested and Chadwick was 
sworn. He entered a general deniai of all 
of the facts proven by the prosecution. He 
admitted that Wray had toid him on the 
streets that he was wanted in the Damron 
case,” but did not think anything about it 
as he supp sed that Wray was “joshing 
him.” He did not know Wray and was not 
aware that he was an officer. He was not 
shown the subt ona by Wray. 

Chadwick admitted that he was in the 
courtroom on the day that Damron's trial 
opened, butonly as a spectator. When he 
left Los Angeles he swore that he went to 
Lower California, guing from Tia Juana 
overiandto Eusenada and returning the 
same way. He claimed that he had made 
two trips to Mexico, and that he returned 
to Los Angeles once and staid here a short 
time, making no effort to hide himself and 
walking the public streets, 

The off-hand mannerin which Chadwich 
swore that he did not know he wis wanted 
to testify in the Damron case e used Mr. 
McComas to pause for a moment to regain 
his breath. e also denied having a con- 
versation with R. J. Coiver in front of the 
old Courthouse, after his return from Mexi- 
can exile, in which he said: “Damron has 
not used meright. It I had know what I 
do now I never would have gone away.“

Our organization supposes that each mem- 
ber who wills shall take partin the delib- 
eration of the chamber. nthly meetings 
are held for that purpose; but prior to action 
by the chamber as a whole, it is requirea 
that the appropriate standing committees 


report the same back to the chamber. There 
are sixteen of these standing committees, 
consisting of five members each. The six- 
teen chairmen of the several committees, 
together with the «fficers of the chamber, 
cunstitute the board of directors. It will be 
seen that the members of the committees, in 
themselves eighty members, form an ef- 
ficient working force, In order to carry out 
the intent of this organization, I suggest 
that a regular day and hour be app ‘inted at 
which hour Al the comipitiees shall meet in 
the rooms ef the chamber, and there con- 
sider such subjectsas shall have been re- 
ferred from the chamber, or from the board 
of directors; for instance, if the hour of 
committee meeting should be fixed at 2:30 
p. m. ot the dy of the monthly méeting, 
then, at 3 p. m. the regular hour, the 
monthly meeting may proceed, This plan, 
carried out, will save much time in getting 
cummittees together on special, irregular, 
and uncertain occasions, will insure a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business, will 
shuw those who attend tothe duties that 
have been assigned to them, and those who 
have not—if unhappily such there may be— 
and willrender it reasonabiy certain that 
subjects referred to committees for action, 
shail be reported pack. Allow me to add as 
in a degree a reminiscence of the past, that 
a duty ora position accepted sbould be fol- 
lowed by a duty performed, and under no 
other conditions should heads or members 
of committees allow their names to appear 
in that capacity. 

One more salutary suggestion for the 
god of all; let us cuitivate the habit of ap- 
pearing prowptiy on time. Bear in mind 
that the man who is late and keeps others 
waiting is taking what does not belong to 
him—the time of others. 

With promptness and expedition we may 
save much time, so that our busy men can 
spend time to attend. ‘These suggestions 
appear trivial, but they are none the jess 
essential to satisfactory and effective work. 

It is well known that the revenue of the 
chamber is derived frum the monthly dues 
of the members, but the public does not 
know, except in the case of officers, who 
these generous, public citizens are, and 
the mewbers generally do not know each 
other as members. Considering this condi- 
tion it will be well, in my opinion, to in- 
stitute u series ot promenade eociais at the 
hall ot the chamber, open to members and 
guests invited by them; to publish quarterly 
the names of all members lu good standing. 
and to accept and wear a small, unosten- 
thus Dutton of 9 and marked de- 
sign. It should known who pays the 
public bills, and the members should be ac- 
corded privileges more appetizing and 
varied than those of paying mentuly dues. 

To fosier a spirit of fraternity will not 
only tend to prevent apathy and dismem- 
bership, but will also aid very much in the 


enlistment of new members. Other 
or additional means than these sug- 
gested may be employed to the 


saine end; the suggestion is simply made as 
an illustration of the possib.e and the good, 
and in this connection we must not forget 
our allied urgenization, the Ladies’ Annex, 
and the pussibie social life that migut be 
inaugurated therewith. This affiliation 
might —— extend dez ond the social 
sphere and include joint action on matters 
of common interest, and it is to be boped 
some arrangement of the kind can be made. 

As all the expenses of the members are 
paid from the monthiy dues, it will be seen 
that the coutinued existence of the cham- 
ber depends on the membership, and that 
the beneficial effect of the chamber, through 
the expenditure of money. is in proportion 
to its members. In other words, to double 
the beneficial eff-ct, double the member- 
ship. ‘There are in this city 2000 citizens of 
standing and means, wishing the advance- 
ment ot the public good, who, properly ap- 
proached, would willingly contribute each 
his share, by enrolling his name with those 
of the existing members. Expenditures in 
the past have been judicious, economical 
and effective. The same conservative pol- 
icy may be depended on in the future; but 
our work will be measured by the amount 
of money at out disposal. No danger need 
be apprehe: ded ef a revenue in excess of 
vur requirements, We should have money 
to buy, iu open market, the best products of 
the county for exhibition here or in San 
Francisco, or in Chicago, or in California 
on Wheels. r in all four, Ve 
should have money to mail aud distri- 
bute our chamber builetins by the hundreds 
of thousands througu the E st We should 
collect and collate ail kinds of statistical) 
matter for rec.rd and use; we should be 
able to pay more social attention to the 
straugers within our gates, and to the dis- 
tinguished bodies and : flicial committees 
who const ntly visit our coast; we should 
organize local societies as branches througb- 
oul the county aud beyond its limits, fur 
Southern Calitornia is one, to act as feeders 
and : rteries to this, the metropo.itan center 
of trade and finance; and we should begin 
at once to prepare for a financial condition 
that will enable us tg own the butiding in 
which we meet, the rent from which builu- 
ing shail ir the future serve as a standing 
income. Let a list be made of all the citi- 
zens sikely to join the chamber and see that 
each person op that list be invited personail 
to A It will require work, aud wor 
only to create ap income, a portion of which 
ean be carried into a building fund for 
proper use at the proper time. 

It is possible as time goes on to extend to 
the chamber a wider usefuiness than the 
present prescribed limit contained within 
the boundaries of county lines, 

I is true that the work of the chamber 
beuefits all this southern even 
all portions of the State, and no one will 
rejvlce in this fact more sincerely than my- 
se 1; but while this is true, the organization 
and privileges of its maintenance aud its 
control resis with and isin the county «of 


Los Angeles. I can conceive of an organi- | 


zation that shall include among its members 
ali the popuiots counties of this tavored 
land: au erganization that shall consider in 
common ali questions of cunmen interest, 
and such issues are Mavy; an organization 
ready made and clothed with authority to 
deliberate and act on short notice, and ad- 
vise the best course to pursue, By admit- 
ting to the board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, or Certain portions of this 
board, acditional accredited members from 
other counties, or, possibly from other lo- 
calities, our Chamber can be made to serve 
all its present purposes and also that of a 
Southern California Chamber of Commerce. 
Even now we invite other counties to 
piace exhibits in our hall, conditional on 
paying a small portion of the bali expenses, 
and some of the counties have availea 
themseives of the privilege; all should do so. 
This, however, does not go far enveugh; our 
Statistica: and descriptive literature could 
inec:ude facts from all the counties and lo- 
calities, and such bulietins issued at regu- 
lar intervals, by Operat.ve action, could 
be circulated by hundreds of thousands, 
thus reducing materiaily the cost per thous- 
and and distributing the burden of cost. 
Such a chamber should even now be pre- 
paring for the great World's Fair exhibit at 
Ubic go, so that the lamps of Southern Cal- 
ifornia may be trimmed nd burning when 


the year 1893 is here. All this would be 
possible could sectional jealousiy, invidious 


shall first consider the measure in hand and. 


comparisons, disparaging statements, be 
laid aside. California is grand, unexcelled 
in ciimate, in products, in possibilities. 
Wealth, health and contentment are at our 
doors, not bere in Los Augeles alone, but 
all over the far extent of the golden State. 
The diverse merits of the various sections 
may freely be admitted everywhere. The 
i: fluence and benefits of immigration to the 


different locatities are reciprocal. 


It is fitting that the service of the 
president, Maj. E. W. Jones, should recetve 
public recognition at this time, This ser- 
vice has been continued, unremitting, 
active and intelligent, and no change 
would have occurred hd not the incumbent 
exercised a deliberate chotce to lay the bur- 
den down. In order to attain the two-fold 
purpose of stamping our unqualified ap- 
provai of service well done, anu of contin- 
uing to reap the benefit of active participa- 
tion in the deliberations of the chamber, I

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 
The following report of the sesretary was 
presented : 


GENTLEMEN: As secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for the five months com- 
mencing August 1, 1890, and ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1890, I have the honor to report as 
follows: 

Letters written in answer to inquiri@4, 
August, 171; September, 207; October, 260; 
November, 301; December, 879; total, 1321. 
In ddition to these, letters for other pur- 
poses written on behalf of the chamber 
were as follows: 

August, 95; September, 127; October, 
3970; November, 1682; December, 308; total, 
6273. Grand total fur five mouths, 7594. 

The letters of information were geuerally 
in answer to inquiries rel tive to climate, 
pr-ductions, profits of fruit and vegetable 
culture, manufactures and population and 
railroad facilities. A large number related 
to the prices of lands and answers of a gen- 
> — nature were invariably given to this 
cl.uss, 

In October and November an effort was 
made to collect the statistics of the crops of 
the country, and several thousand letters 
were seat out to the producers. A number 
of these replied, but there was no geoees 
eff srt on the part of the producers to furnish 
iniormation. 

During the five months named a l 
amount of advertising matter relative to the 
country was distributed through the cham- 
ber, This distribution inciuded 000 
pamphleis. R-sources of Los Angeles 
Cdunty; 20.000 Fish’s Profits of Orange 
Culture, 10,000 Bulletin No 1, 20,000 Bal- 
letin No. 2, 10,000 Bulletin No. 8. 2000 Liius- 
trated Heralds, 3000 Times supplements 
containing Charles Dudley W arner’s articies | 
published in Harper’s Monthly, 2000 An- 
nual Trade Number of Tue Times, 2000 
Baukers’ pampulets on Los Angeles County, 
besides miscellaneous publications Dumber- 
over 20.000. 

‘hem j rity of this printed matter was 
sent through the mail to addresses furnished 
the Chamber by the State Board of ‘Trade, 
the people of Angeles, aud letters ro- 
ceived by the Chamber. Regular sbip- 
mentis of printed matter were also made to 
*Oaiifornia on Wheels,” to the Chicago Ex- 
hibit aud tothe State Board of Trade ex- 
hibit at San Francisco, besides to the var- 
ious failroad and excursion agencies 
throughout the East. 

A collection of the names and addresses 
of those desiring information relative to 
Los Angeles county have been kept on file 
in the rooms of the chamber, and at the 
present time about 1300 addresses are open 
to public This Ust has 
mide nse of by merchants and those of 
and is almost in daily request. 

uring the five months mentioned the 
forceof the chamber has been kept ex- 


retiring 


exhibits of which it has-been principal 
supporter in good condition. This has 
been a considerable drain on the producers 
of the couuty, but, as a rule, they have re- 
sponded generousiy, and it has only been 
difficult to obiain supplies when prices 
of products have beeu-mgh. The oaly 
tresh products furnished to “California ou 
W heels” during the year were sent from 
the Los Augeles Chamber of Commerce, 
which, during the five months mentivned, 
forwarded frum ten te twenty packages of 
Los Angeles county productions every 
rriday. Aitogether 364 packages, some of 
them weighing as high as 300 p.unds, have 
been forwarded wo “California on {W heels.” 
Lhe total weight of the products torwarded 
was in the ne — of thirty tons. 

‘The first shipment to the Southern Cal- 
ifornia exhibit at Chicago were made on 
September 23, when haif a cariOard was 
forwarded from the Chamber of Commerce. 
Seventy-five packages were forwarded to 
Chicago ou October 2, and since that time 
a number of shipments have been made. 
the total number of packages for Chicago 
being 204. 

An exnibit of Los Angeles county at the 
State Board of Trade rooms at San Frau- 
cisco has also been supplied from time to 
time with fresh material, the total ship- 
ment reaching fifty-six cases. In addition 
to the above the chamber has been called 
upon to furnish a number of smaller ex 
hibits, inc:uding Boston, New York, Eug- 
land, Kansas, Lincoln, Neb. and else- 
where, tue total miscellaneous being 102. 

The grand total of shipments for exuibit 
purposes made from the Chamber of Com- 
merce is 726 packages, with a total weight 
01 66 tons. 

The local exhibit bas proven most suc- 
cessiulin every way, and is today one of 
the chief features of the city. The number 
vf exhibitors has gredualiy increased, until 
almost every locality in the country is rep- 
resented, aud most of the exhibits are kept 
in wood condition by the people ot the dif- 
ferent sections. ‘The exhibit hall is fast 
filliug up, apdin another year it will with- 
vut doubt bewneof the finest permanent 
exhibits in the United States. There is no 
exhivit in the State today that can equal it, 
and it improves with every month. The 
donations to the permanent exhibit to 
January 1, 1891, numbered over three 
thousand, and while a large proportion of 
the articies for exhibit purposes were per- 
ishabie, about one-third were 80 arranged 
as to be permanent. 


The exhibit during the year has been 
visited by more than one hundred and 
twenty thousand people, a large proportion 
of wuom were strangers to the coast and 
city. As Many as thirty thousand of these 
visitors signed their names in the registers 
kept fer that purpose. and thes® booxs show 
that the people came from almost every 
portion of the globe. 

Some of the adjoining counties have 
taken into consideration the advisibility of 
exhibiting their products in the chamber. 
and Ventura county is already represented. 
Riverside will probably be represented in 
the permanent exhibit during the coming 
year, aud the general opinion is that all of 
the counties in Southern Calitornia should 
display their products. 

Within the last four months an effort 
has been made to estabiish in connection 
with the chataber a reference room where 
all the newspapers of the State may be 
found. At the —— time nearly a hun- 
dred papers are kepwon fiie andthe cham- 
ber is indebted to the publishers for tree 
copies of their paper. 

n addition to the pewspapers as a means 
of information, steps have been taken for 
the collection of books and pamphlets bear- 
ing upon all subjects relating to Southern 
California and especially Los Angeles 
county. Statistics are ‘coutinually being 
gathered with a view of answering any 
question that may be sked concerning the 
growth and products of the country. 

In November the publication ot a bulletin 
containing Ugures relating to the profits 
derived trow lands was undertaken. ‘Tbree 
numbers of this publication bave been is- 
sued and have u distr:buted through 
various Channels in Eastern and foreign 
points, It appears to have answered many 
inquiries concerning Los Angeles county 
and to have awakened a greater interest in 
this part of the State. ‘ihe publication of 
this bulletin should be continued and its 
usefulness enlarged. 

A number of photographic views of points 
ul interest in Los Ange es county have 
been collected and this departme t of the 
chamber should be enlarged by the contri- 
bution of pictures. of localities and build- 
ings, by the people of the county.

POMONA COUNTY. 


The more the scheme for the creation 
of a new county, to be called Pomona 
county, is examined the more unneces- 
sary and unreasonable does it appear. 
We referred recently to the slicing off 
of a large section of Los Angeles 
county, as proposed in the act intro- 
duced by Mr. Smith of Orange, which 
act we printed. Let us look a little 
closer at this act and upon its effects, 
should it pass. 

The bill provides for the assessment, 
levy and collection of taxes for the 
year 1891. Basing our estimate on the 
cost to Los Angeles county of assessing 
the territory embraced in the proposed 
Pomona county, the cost of assessing 
this portion of the new county alone 
would be $4000. 

The amount represented by Los An- 
geles county for permanent improve- 
ments, since March 11. 1889, when 
Orange county ceased to contribute to 
the county expenses, has been, for 
Courthouse, jail, hospital and farm, 
$388.201. Of this amount, Pomona 
county would have ‘to assume $40,000. 

The cost of officers per annum in 
counties of the fifteenth class is $35,000. 
All fees would be consumed by office 
rent, books and stationery for various 
county officials, furniture, etc., for the 
first year, so that there should be no 
estimates based on them, unless the 
outgo for expenses mentioned above 18 
taken into consideration. 

Section 8 of the Smith bill contains

assessment of Orange county for 1889, 
as taken from the books of Los An- 
geles county, amounted to $10,012,334. 
The assessment as made by Orange 
county for 1890, amounted to $9,018,- 
750. The tax rate of Los Angeles 
county for 1890 was $1.50, of Orange 
county $1.75. Thus, while the reduc- 
tion in assessment of Orange county 
was less than 10 per cent., there was 
an increase in the tax rate from $1.65 
in T889 to Fr 75 in 1800. 

It has cost Orange county abeut 
850.000 during the past year for the 
luxury of having a county of its own. 
While the assessment in Los Angeles 
county was reduced 17+ per cent, that 
in Orange county was reduced iess 
than 10 per cent, and the rate in Orange 
county was 51. 75. against $1.50 in Los 
Angeles. The current expenses of the 
county were about $33,000 and the 
debt to Los Angeles $26,956. Pomona 
has no reason to expect to get off any 
easier. 

Advocates of county division are us- 
ing the argument among the people at 
Pomona that, if we are ever to have 
the State divided, we must have more 
counties in the South before this can 
be accomplished. This argument, 
used among the the representatives of 
the northern part of the State at Sac- 
ramento, will cause them to be cau- 
tious e’er they vote for new coun- 
ties. The Ontario Observer, in its 
latest issue, has the following on this 
view of the subject: 

It the two propositions to divide San 
nardino county succeed, her 25,000 people 
will be taxed to support three instead of 
one county’ government; and as it costs 
nearly us much to run a small county as a 
large one, it follows that their taxes would 
be materially increased. The time may 
come when it wili be wise for our people to 
favor buth State and county division, but 
that time is far removed from the present. 
County division is but a step toward State 
division, and if the statesmen of the north 
h.ve Dot grasped this f.ct, they cannot do 
80 too svon. 

As we have previously remarked, 
this Pomona county scheme is not a 
demand of the people, but a project 
put furth by speculators and office 
seekers who hope to make money at 
the cost of those who must foot the 
bills. There is no general demand for 
division, outside of the city of Pomona, 


the citizens of which would benefit 


‘more by the increase of business and 


enhanced value of real estate incident 
to the creation of a county seat than 
they would lose by the increase of tax- 
ation. Outside of Pomona, petitions 
against the pew county are being 
extensively signed by men who would 
become citizens if it were it created. 
We printed yesterday a letter from a 
citizen of Ontario, showing how strong 


is the opposition there, 


If the Legislature listens to the 
wishes of the peopie of the section 
that is embraced in Pomona county it 
will resglutely refuse to sanction the 
creation of that county. We have 
said nothing about the opposition to 
the scheme in Los Angeles county, 
which is naturally almost unanimous. 
The opposition within the limits of 
the proposed county should alone be 
sufficient to defeat this unwise propo- 


sition. 
“THE END OF M’COMB.”’ 


This is the caption which the Dem- 

ocratic San Francisco Examiner places 
upon a strong editorial commenting 
upon the nerve and promptness dis- 
played by Gov. Markham in the con- 
test over the State Prison director- 
ship. The Examiner’s utterances are 
creditable alike to it and the Governor. 
It says: 
Gov. Markham has wisely determined 
to cut louse absotuteiy from the scandals 
of the late administration.

His Fate Sealed and He Must Go— 
The Popular Wil Obeyed. 
Examiner Sacramento Special.! 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19. — Gen. John 
McComb’s reign as the despot of San 
Quentin Prison is about to end. 

The long fight to remove the military 
warden and bis satellites and bring to 
close a most disgraceful administra- 
tion is over. 
| Gov. Markham exercised his execu- 
tive prerogative today and notified the 
Senate of the withdrawal of J. C. 
Cumpbell, nominated by Waterman 
for prison director, and the substitu- 
tion of Irwin C. Stump, chairman of 
the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, in place of Patrick Reddy’s 
law partner. 

It was a display of nerve and firm-

Some Criticism as to the General’s 
Method of Conducting the

The Government Pays Conspicuous 
Respect to the Dead Ruler. 


Arrangements For the Funeral Ser- 
at San Francisco. 


Possible Effect of the King’s Death’ 
on Our Relations With Ha- 
wali—The Charleston’s 
Mournful Mission. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Jan. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Admiral Brown 
has taken full charge of the arrange- 
ments for the funeral of King Kala- 
kaua. The remains were placed in a 
metallic casket this morning, and then 
inclesed in an exterior coflin which 
was later taken to Trinity Church. 
The casket was placed in the mortuary 
of the church and left there under a 
guard of men, detailed py Gen. Gibbon 
from the Presidio. The casket will re- 
main in the chapel until it is carried 
into the church on Thursday. Ad- 
miral Benham notified Admiral Brown 
yesterday that he was anxious to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies on Thurs- 
day, and that a detail of marines 
would be sent down from Mare Isiand 
to take part in the funeral cortége. 
Admiral Brown said that immediately 
after the tuneral services, which will 
be conducted by Rev. J. Sanders Reed, 
the remains wilt be carried to the 
hearse which will be aecompanied by 
an escort and will be driven directly to 
the Clay-street Wharf. 

It is understood that there will be 
twelve acting pall-bearers and twelve 
honorary pali-bearers. Among the 

entlemen named as such are ex-Gov. 

erkins, ex-Gov. Burnett, ex-Mayor 
Pond, J. H. Goodman and J. E. Moses 
of the Masonic order, ex-Senator Will- 
iams, Claus Spreckels and Col. Fred 
Crocker. A suitable detachment of 
marines will be placed atthe wharf 
and Admiral Brown will be there in 
person, attended by his staff, to re- 
ceive the remains. The casket will be 
carried on board the lighthouse tender 
Manzanita by marines. The tender 
will proceed immediately to the 
Charleston, which is anchored in the 
stream. The flagship’s yards will be 
manned, the royal Hawaiian ensign 
will be placed at half mast and minute 
guns will be fired. As eoon us the re- 
mains are placed on board the vessel 
anchor will be weighed and _ the 
Charleston will probably get under 
way by 3 o’clock. 

Gen. Gibbon states that he has noti- 
fied Gen. Schofiela by wire of the 
King’s death. A suitable escort of 
cavalry will be drawn up at the church 
during the services, and will accom- 
pany the cortége tothe wharf. Gen. 
Cutting, commanding the Second Bri- 
gade, National Guard, in compliance 
with inustructions from Gen. Dimond, 
has issued an order calling upon the 
Second Brigade to march to Trinity 
Chureh Thursday, and take up its po- 
sition on the right of the regular 
army, to be placed under the command 
of Gen. Gibbon. 

Gep. Dimond last evening sent word 
to Admiral Brown that he had re- 
ceived a telegram from Gov. Mark- 
ham asking Gen. Dimond to 
represent bim at the funeral ser- 
vices. Golden Gate Command- 
ery, Knights Templar, will con- 
stitute a special escort to the 
body from the church tothe wharf. 
The Chamber of Commerce has passed 
resolutions of condolence with the 
King’s relatives and the Hawaiian 
people, and the chair appointed a com- 
mittee, consisting of Capt. Merry, Gen. 
Dimond, Capt K:mball, George C. Per- 
kins and Capt. Stone, to assist in the 
funeral ceremonies. 

The Board of Supervisors held a 
meeting today for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangements for the funeral of 
King Kalakauatomorrow. Mayor San- 
derson presided. Supervisor Burling 
was chosen as a committee of one to 
arrange for the church services, and 
Supervisors Jackson and Curtis were 
appointed a Committee on Car-

Before the remains ot the King were 
taken to the mortuary chapel of Trin- 
ity Church this afternoon, the casket 
containing them wasremoved from the 
apartments which the King had occu- 
pied to the reception-room of the 
Palace Hotel, where a black catafalque 
had been prepared to receive it. Here 
gathered the small party which came 
with the King from Honolulu. Gen. 
Gibbon and Admiral Brown were rep- 
resented by members of their staff. It 
bad been previously arranged that no 
services should be held on this occa- 
sion, but that the meeting should be 
one of personal respect to the memory 
of the late King, and that the casket 
should be taken to Trinity Chapel with- 


out a military escort. Many citizens as- 


sembled during tbe forenoon at the 
Palace Hotel and Trinity Church, and 
watched with interest all arrange- 
ments for the funeral. Gen. Gibbon 
bas been agreed upon as grand mar- 
shall of the funeral parade tomorrow. 

When the casket is received by Ad- 
miral Brown and staff at the Clay 
tomorrow various invited

EFFECTS OF THE KING’S DEATH. 
Our Relations with the Islands Win 
Not Be Disturbed. 
| WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.— [By the 
Associated Press.] The first official 
information received by this Govern- 
ment of the death of King Kalakaua 
was conveyed in a note from the 
Hawaiian Minister to Secretary of 


State Blaine today. The  secre- 
tary communicated the fact to 
the President, and subsequently 


replied to Minister Carter, express- 
ing, for the President, deep regret 
that Hawaii has lost a wise and good 
sovereign, under whose beneficent 
rule the people of Hawaii have pros- 
pered and whose efforts have been so 
constantly and signally put forth to 
strengthen the ties of mutual advan- 
tage between the kingdom and the 
United States. He further requested 
the minister to convey to the royal 
family the heartielt 1 which 
the President feels for great 
affliction. 

There will be no further action by 
the executive until official notice shall 
have been received of the formal in- 
stallation of Queen Lilinokalani. In- 
structions, however, bave been sent to 
the general commanding the Division 
of the Pacitic and the admiral com- 
manding the naval forces on the Pa- 
cific, to pay full military honors to the 
dead King. Acting uuder these in- 
structions the army and navy authori- 
ties of San Francisco have assumed 
charge of the funeral arrangements, 
and the transfer of the remains to the 
flagship, Charleston, will be marked by 
the highest military bonors authorized 
by the regulations. The Charleston 
will make the trip to Honolulu as rap- 
idly as possible; will remain at that 
point to participate in the ceremonies 
attending the burial of the King and 
the coronation of his successor, aud 
will, at the same time, see that the in- 
terests of this country are fully pro- 
tected. 

While the authorities at Washington 
are desirous of doing the highest 
honors to the Hawaiian government in 
its bere vement, they are somewhat 
perplexed as to the best course 
to pursue. There is no precedent 
to follow, as this is the first in- 
stance where the ruler of a foreign 
country has died on American soil. 
It is said, however, that there will be 
ample time for further action when the 
Government is advised of the installa- 
tion of a new ruler. tary Blaine 


States had lost a good friend in King 
Kalakaua, and would do every possible 
honor to his memory. Our relations 
with Hawai,“ he said, are of the 
friendliest character, and so far as I 
am able to judge, will be in no wise 
affected by the change of government. 
I have confidence in the friendship and 
good will of Queen Lilinokalani, and 
have no reasou to doubt that she will 
perceive the wisdom of continuing the 
friendly intercourse of the two coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Carter, Hawaiian Minister to 
Washington, said this afternoon that 
the death of King Kalakaua will in uo 
wise affect the peaceful condition of 
affairs in Hawaii. ‘I can see no rea- 
son,“ he continued, “why his death 
should cause any complications what- 
ever. Princess Lilinokalani was 
Princess Regnant during the absence 
of Kalakaua. She was the heiress to 
the crown, and all that is necessary is 
for her to proclaim herself Queen. 
Kapiolani is now Queen Dowager. 
Princess Lilinokalani ruled in the ab- 
sence of the King, and she will simply 
continue to reign the same as if the 
King were still alive but absent from 
the cou try.“ 7 

Mr. Carter spoke with considerable 
feeling with regard to the failure of 
Congress to amend the McKinley Act 
so as to prescribe that its provisions 
shall not interfere with the existing 
treaty relations of the United States 
and Hawaii, and he said that he hoped 
the vessel which will convey the King’s 
remains to Hawaii will carry tne 
news that Congress had carried out the 
President’s recommendations on this 
subject.

Biaine to use his best efforts in 
getting what in reslity every one 
wanted, but what, as yet, bas not been 
granted.“ In, closing the interview, 
Carter said thatit is a popular error 
that Gen. Dominis, Queen Lilinokele- 
ni’s husband, is a British subject, and 
that her accession to the throne means 
a commercial triumph for Great Brit- 
ain. According to Carter, Gen. Dom- 
inis is a native American, having been 
born in Boston, but in his opinion Gen. 
Dominis does not cut any figure in the 
political situation, because of his long- 
continued infirmity.
